The Sierra Madre News recently re¬ 
ported that the Planning Commission at its 
Mar. 17 meeting denied the Jameson Dev¬ 
elopment Conditional Use Permits to build 
seven new homes on the historic Jameson 
property. 

The reason why the permits were de¬ 
nied are outlined here. First, these very 
large homes will far exceed the 3500- 
square-foot moratorium which is in effect 
in Sierra Madre. The developer, as he has 
stated publicly, refuses to reduce the size 
of these homes by even one square foot. 

I appreciate that the developer has an 
impressive, aggressive tree preservation 
program, however, this does not negate 
the fact that we have a 3500-square-foot 
moratorium. 

In the city’s own R-1 family residen¬ 
tial zone standards it states, in part, "A. 

To encourage development that preserves ' 
the small town, mountainous flavor of this . 
closely known foothill community: G. To 
encourage appropriate scale and size of 
new construction and reconstruction that is 
compatible with the existing neighborhood 
and surroundings." These homes vidilate’l/^’* 
both criteria. j' 

Reason No. 2 for denial is as folibws: 

The land on which thei Jameson Court 
development was built,lirtq the remaining 
land, is designated open space in the Gen¬ 
eral Plan. Unfortunately, this was some¬ 
how overlooked or missed when the first 
homes were built. Recently, it was "dis¬ 
covered" that these developments are not 
consistent with the General Plan. In order 
for the remaining homes to be built, the 
General Plan must be changed, amended. 

Part of the amendment process is putting 
the issue before the public through public 
hearings, to get our input. 

The city attorney, Charles Martin, ad¬ 
vised the Planning Commission to grant 
the permits before the General Plan is 
amended because he felt that a public 
hearing wouldn’t make any difference in 
the outcome. The outcome being, the per¬ 
mits WILL be issued regardless of what 
"we the people" have to say.

The Yellow 
Flag Irises (I. pseudacorus) are blooming

Maybe we’ll try them at home along the fence 
where water seems to collect. Their fresh, 
buttery color will lighten this rather dull area. 

Farther down the path stands a shrub, 
maybe four feet tall, with the whitest of white 
petaled flowers. We were compelled to dis- 
■ cover its tuant—Philadelphus virginalis, 
sometimes called Mock Orange. I can imagine 
it in some perfect location where its whiteness 
would sparkle at night. Perhaps at the corner 
of a garage where it would welcome us home 
in the evening. Of course, it blooms Just now 
in the spring, but the rest of the year it is still 
a handsome bush. 

Near the Kallen Garden, the Snowball 
Bush, Viburnum, macrocephalum caught our 
eye.

The Unforgettables. 

There was, for instance. Father William 
Kearns, whose flock filled the tiny, wooden St. 
Mary’s Church, the oldest church in our town. 

“My Cathedral?” he called it. 

There were not many of his faith in town, 
or in the area, for that matter. So he served a 
second even smaller parish in a town 10 miles 
west. 

But he was the best known of all the min¬ 
isters, and except for a few among the religious¬ 
ly intolerant, he was universally-liked. 

He was the one with the bag of fresh,, white 
mints in his pocket, for ecumenical distribution 
to the kids. 

I was not one of his congregation. But 
from my early teens, he was my friend. 

He loved to toss horseshoes, and he was 
pretty good, when he reduced the 40 foot throw¬ 
ing distance to 30. He would then look over his 
shoulder, with a twinkle in his Irish eyes, and 
say, “I’ll let you cheat me in cribbage this win¬ 
ter.” 

He was welcomed everywhere. 

I once asked if his parishioners didn’t ob¬ 
ject when he visited the pool hall. 

His response: “You’ve got to fight the devil 
where you find him, Johnny.” 

But Father got old, and his hip lost a battle 
with an icy sidewalk. His cane, and a limp, joined 
the cigar as part of his personage. Time to re¬ 
tire. 

1 was highly honored when he asked the 


committee to have me serve as master of cere¬ 
monies for his departing party - a kind of cele¬ 
bration. The humor, humility and sincerity 
made his valedictory address a masterpiece. He 
remembered. 

He told of a miserable spring Sunday when 
roads were absolutdy impassaUe, so he prevailed 
upon a couple of his “boys” who worked for the 
railroad to borrow a handcar to take him by 
rail to his other flock. (How could one call work¬ 
ing for the Lord thievery?) 

The rail bed went up gradually for about 
seven miles, then turned downward precipitous¬ 
ly. There was a weak spot on the rails. 

In his words, “This infernal contraption 
suddenly got away from the boys, dumped them 
overboard, then flipped over on top of me in the 
icy-cold mud and water beside the track. 

“I could tell by the way my leg was bent 
the wrong way, and from the pain, that it was 
broken. 

“Now, you know that when a man of the 
cloth finds himself in such a predicament, he 
must turn his mind and heart to heaven for sup¬ 
plication. 

“I did look up, but I confess that what I 
said to myself was, ‘Bill, what a hell of a mess 
you’re in.’” 

His Excellency, the Monsignori, the Very 
Reverend and Right Reverend Fathers, and all 
the rest of his audience knew what he meant, 
and obviously, no one objected.

It gives us the oppor¬ 
tunity to encounter great ideas, great minds, 
great art."

SMEAC plans cleanup of Bailey; 
invites help front community 


Only one Earth 


By Midge Morash 

Sierra Madre Environmental Action Coun¬ 
cil (SMEAC). .sponsors of this column, will 
be celebrating Earth Day on Apr. 23 in Bailey 
Canyon Park, the adopted park. Over the 
years, the group has planted and tended chap¬ 
arral natives to be used as a close-at-hand 
study area. They plan a spring cleaning that 
day and welcome volunteers. For further in¬ 
formation call 355-3030. 

Somewhat across from the No. 4 marker 
on the Canyon View Nature Trail in Bailey 
Canyon, a massive boulder lies weighted into 
the stream bed. It surprises some to know that 
at one time its place was much farther up the 
canyon and around the sharp turn from where 
it now stands. It is hard to imagine the incred¬ 
ible force of water that at times thunders 
down the canyon floor. It also surprises some 
to be told that where only remnants or a wall 
can be seen, an amphitheater once stood on 
the last slope just south of fhe boulder, and 
that the prostrate sycamores were once tall 
and upright on the bank in a streamside ripari¬ 
an community; that rather than a huge cres¬ 
cent cut from the bank on the east, once’ a 
meadow existed. Given the periodic cycle of 
fire and flood in the San Gabriel Mountains, 
the rearrangement of terrain is inevitable. 

In spite of the fact that two bridges had 
been built previously in Bailey Canyon and 
each, in turn, was destroyed by flood there 


was a recent decision to again bridge the 
streambed. This necessitated the introduction 
of heavy equipment for its construction which 
caused further destruction of the area. Even 
before its frill completion and dedication, the 
bridge went out on the day of the tragic flash 
flood. Its piers now stand in place to remind 
us of an unwillingness to accept our moun¬ 
tains for what they are and what the forces of 
nature can do. 

There are reasons why our mountains be¬ 
have as they do. Although the San Gabriels 
are a very young mountain range geologically 
speaking, the area is composed of ancient 
granite rcKks, some as much as two billion 
years old. The deep canyons and steep, sharp 
ridges are typical topography of a youthful 
mountain range, a fault block range, built by 
the action of earthquakes. What seems to be 
solid rock is a pulverized, crumbling struc¬ 
ture. Even as the mountains are being uplift¬ 
ed, water and other natural forces are working 
to tear them down. To these mountains, add 
the chaparral vegetation, adaptations to a 
Mediterranean climate of long hot dry sum¬ 
mers and moist winters. These dense thickets 
of evergreen shrubs are subject to wildfires 
which have been a natural part of Southern 
California’s ecology for millions of yearjf. 


Miraculously, the fires open areas for grasses 
and wildflowers and rejuvenate the vegetation 
which resprouts from the ground. Early in this 
process, when intense rain cells hit the moun¬ 
tains. the inevitable mud flows and flooding 
occurs. The alluvium upon which many of our 
homes now stand was created thousands of 
years ago in this fashion. 

Although Bailey Canyon is only a very 
small segment of the front face of the San 
Gabriel Mountains, there is a remarkable a- 
mount of drainage into it from heavy rains 
following devastating fires. Its debris basin is 
but one of over 150 stadium-like basins on the 
front face of the San Gabriels, basins built to 
catch the debris flows of boulders mixed with 
mud, sand and smaller rocks cascading down 
cuts, washes and canyons. 

This spring, new life is already very vis¬ 
ible on the steep slopes of the fire-scarred 
canyon. The chaparral plants show a vigorous 
re-growth from the basal burls. With the 
heavy canopy destroyed, there is a burst of 
germination of small herbaceous plants. Along 
with grasses, there are wildflowers, predomin¬ 
ately lupine and California poppy which flow¬ 
er most profusely the first spring after a fire. 
So the natural cycle continues in an ecosystem 
inextricably linked to fire. This unique area so 
close to home deserves our study and under¬ 
standing so that we may act intelligently when 
presented with the responsibility for its care.
